FARMERS  CAM  INSURE  WINTER  WHEAT 

Unfavorable  weather  and  other  natural  hazards  needn't  threaten  _______ _____ 

County  wheat  farmers  this  year,  according  to  ,  chairman  of  the 

county  AAA  committee.    Farmers  will  soon  be  able  to  get  all-risk  federal  crop 

insurance  or  winter  wheat  for  the  first  time  since  1943. 

Two  contracts  are  being  offered  on  winter  wheat,  one  protecting  the 
farmer's  production  returns  up  to  75  per  cent  of  his  average  yield,  the  other 
up  to  50  per  cent.    Both  are  for  three  years,  covering  the  1946-48  crops. 

"Farmers  may  apply  for  insurance  through  the  county  AAA  office  or  through 
authorized  sales  agents,  "  Mr.  said.    '•Premiums  are  payable 

annually  by  cash  or  by  premium  notes." 

THE  DUST  HAY  RETURN 

Soil  blowing  is  expected  to  become  serious  on  95  per  cent  of  the  culti- 
vated land  in  Union  County  next  winter  if  the  drought  continues  and  makes  pro- 
duction of  a  grain  sorghum  crop  impossible,  according  to  Jay  Dickens,  SCS 
district  conservationist. 

Mr.  Dickens  reports  that  very  little  winter  wheat  was  planted  in  Union 
County  last  fall  and  that  summer  fallow  is  not  a  general  practice  in  the  area. 
Where  the  wheat  crop  has  failed,  farmers  intend  to  plant  grain  sorghums  if 
sufficient  moisture  comes  in  time. 

Should  grain  sorghums  fail  because  of  the  drought,  farmers  will  have  to 
resort  to  emergency  tillage  to  check  soil  blowing  next  winter,  Mr.  Dickens 
believes . 

SATURDAY  IS  THE  DEADLINE 
Saturday  is  the  last  day  New  Mexico  farmers  and  ranchers  may  sign  applica- 
tions for  payment  under  the  1944  agricultural  conservation  program.  "While 
most  farmers  have  already  been  paid  a  few  still  haven »t  signed  their  applica- 
tions," C.  V.  Hemphill,  chairman  of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  said  today. 


MORE  QUALITY  3ZEF  GOING  TO  MARKET 
Market  reports  indicate  that  producers  are  sending  considerably  more 
quality  beef  to  market  than  they  usually  do.    In  the  first  week  in  June  more 
than  16,000  choice  and  prime  steers  arrived  at  Chicago — more  than  four  times 
as  many  as  for  same  week  in  1944.    In  April  feeders  sent  to  the  Chicago  market 
twice  as  many  choice  and  prime  steers  as  in  the  same  month  last  year. 

Reports  from  other  markets  also  indicate  unusually  large  marketings  of 
finished  cattle. 

DAIRY  PAYK-NTS  INCREASED 

Rates  for  dairy  production  payments  go  on  summer  schedule  July  1. 

The  government  payments,  designed  to  encourage  production  of  milk  and 
butt erf at j  are  being  boosted  for  the  summer  quarter  to  help  meet  increased 
production  costs.    During  July,  August,  and  September  55  cents  a  hundredweight 
will  be  paid  for  milk  produced  in  Mew  Mexico  and  13  cents  a  pound  for  butterfat, 

according  to  County  AAA  Chairman  . 

NOR  ANY  DROP  TO  DRINK 

Tiiey  don't  figure  corn  production  in  terms  of  gallons  per  acre  any  more. 

To  protect  corn  supplies  for  essential  feed  and  processing  uses,  WFA  has 
restricted  the  distribution  and  use    of  corn  for  the  manufacture  of  aloohol  or 
for  export.    WFA  officials  say  that  although  there's  enough  corn  in  the  country 
for  essential  uses,  it's  moving  to  market  very  slowly. 

FARM  WAGE  R  .TSS  REACH  NSW  PE,»K 

Farm  wage  rates  are  at  a  new  record  level,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture reports.    June  1  rates  were  about  double  those  paid  three  years  ago, 
with  monthly  rates  averaging  $31.30  with  board  and  $93»10  without  board. 
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IN  THIS  CORNER 

George  Anderson,  a  farmer  who  acts  on  his  decisions,  has  been  declared  the 
champion  gopher  trapper  of  De  Baca  County. 

Mr.  Anderson  decided  last  year  that  pocket  gophers  cost  him  several  hundred 
dollars  because  of  damage  to  his  ditches  and  terraced  fields.    Since  then,  40 
gophers  have  met  with  sudden  death  on  the  Anderson  farm;  and  a  number  of 
neighbors,  who  know  a  good  thing  when  they  see  it,  have  decided  to  compete  for 
Mr.  Anderson1 s  title  . 

HOLD  THOSE  RECEIPTS 

Acceptable  evidence  of  farm  milk  production  has  been  limited  to  milk 
statements  or  sales  receipts.    The  revision-  becomes  effective  on  July  1  when 
payments  on  April-May- June  production  begin. 

The  new  regulation,  which  doesn't  apply  to  producer-distributors,  defines 
acceptable  evidence  as  milk  statements  or  sales  receipts  issued  by  cooperatives, 
dairies,  creameries,  and  others,  showing  the  amount  of  milk  or  butterfat  pur- 
chased, the  date  of  purchase,  and  the  names  of  the  sellers  and  buyers.  Pro- 
ducer-distributors may  personally  certify  the  amount  of  milk  and  butterfat  sold, 
number  of  cows  milked,  amount  and  type  of  feed  used,  and  customers  served, 
provided  that  the  report  is  consistent  with  the  AAA  county  committee's  knowledge 
of  the  individual  producer-distributor's  business. 

THERE'S  A  RIGHT  'JAY 

Despite  efforts  to  speed  up  wheat  transportation,  WFA  officials  point  out 
that  it's  inevitable  that  many  farmers  will  have  to  store  wheat  on  their  own 
farms  temporarily. 

"If  grain  must  be  piled  on  the  ground  for  a  time,"  a  WFA  spokesman  said, 
"damage  can  be  kept  at  a  minimum  by  putting  flooring,  canvas,  or  straw  on  the 
ground  and  making  the  pile  conical.

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COTTON  PURCHASE  PRQGRA? ".  PLANNED 

If  necessary  legislation  is  continued,  a  cotton  purchase  program  result-, 
ing  in  parity  prices  for  1945  cotton  is  planned,  according  to  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator Marvin  Jones.    The  program  would  be  similar  to  the  purchase 'program 
for  last  year's  crop. 

"In  addition,"  Judge  Jones  said,  "I  recommend  that  not  later  than  June  30, 
1946,  consideration  be  given  to  a  new  program  that  would  take  into  consideration 
competition  from  cotton  grown  in  other  countries,  as  well  as  domestic  and 
foreign  competition  in  synthetic  fabrics."
